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Town can breathe easier with 
improved air quality levels

HONITON is set to lose its unwanted 
Air Quality Management Area (AQMA) 
after three years of improved readings. 

Air quality levels in the town are now compli¬ 
ant with national health-based criteria, and 
DEFRA has approved revocation of the AQM A 
(imposed for the route for traffic passing 
through the centre of Honiton). 

East Devon District Council’s (EDDC) Cabinet 
is expected to formally agree the revocation 
when it meets on Wednesday, November 29th. 

An agenda report for Cabinet members said: 
“EDDC declared the Honiton AQMA in 2010 be¬ 
cause measured and modelled results indicated 
that some pollution levels were above the na¬ 
tional criteria. 

“A strategy of spatially intensive air quality 
monitoring in Honiton was implemented 
shortly afterwards. 

“The installation of a roundabout at Turks 
Head to replace the stop junction has reduced 
congestion in that area. 

“This roundabout was planned as part of a 
Section 106 agreement (between EDDC and a 
developer as part of the planning application 
process) to reduce congestion and improve air 
quality in Honiton. 

“The developer’s air quality assessment indi¬ 
cated that it should reduce nitrogen dioxide lev¬ 
els by approximately seven per cent.” 



Readings have improved, and the report ex¬ 
plained: “The levels in the town centre have 
naturally reduced although we cannot identify 
a specific cause. 


“There have been no exceedances for three 
years. 

“This is most likely to be a result of improve¬ 
ments in vehicle technology and a reduction in

the number of heavy goods vehicles using the 
town centre roads. 

“The monitoring strategy has shown that lev¬ 
els at all receptor locations are below the ex¬ 
ceedance levels. 

“DEFRA have consequently confirmed our re¬ 
sults and agreed with our recommendation to 
revoke the AQMA. This will be completed be¬ 
fore the end of the year if approval by Cabinet 
is given.” 

About East Devon as a whole, the report said: 
“Air quality in most of East Devon is very good; 
monitoring results indicate that even in our 
busiest towns, air pollution levels where people 
live comply with national health based criteria. 

But it was also stressed that the situation 
could change, the report saying: “We should be 
mindful of increasing pollution levels from 
road traffic and the increased pressure for 
housing and other development means we 
should always be looking to facilitate and pro¬ 
mote sustainable transportation alternatives 
and mitigation where appropriate.”

FIREFIGHTING equipment, clothes and toys 
collected for the hurricane-stricken British Vir¬ 
gin Islands will be delivered in time for Christ¬ 
mas. 
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Staff from Devon & Somerset Fire & Rescue 
Service and Devon & Cornwall Police - with the 
help of charity SAFE South West - have col¬ 
lected enough donations to fill a 40-foot con¬ 
tainer, which was despatched by ship on 
November 23rd. 

When Hurricane Irma made landfall in 
September, it caused massive damage to the is¬ 
land’s infrastructure and all six fire and rescue 
service fire stations were damaged. 

The roof was blown off the fire headquarters 
by the 200mph-plus winds and most of the fire¬ 
fighting equipment was destroyed. 

The homes and possessions of firefighters 
were destroyed or lost, with their families liv¬ 
ing in fire service premises when they are on 
duty. 

An initial aid package was sent several weeks 
ago and that has been followed by an even 
larger consignment of much-needed equipment 
with the help of fire and rescue services from 
across the country and other organisations. 

Steve Smith, of SAFE South West, who co-or¬ 
dinated the charity collection, said: “It has 
been a huge effort from everyone and a really 
good collaboration with the police and fire ser¬ 
vices. 

“We had a message from the Chief Fire Offi¬ 
cer of the British Virgin Islands after the first 
container arrived as it showed how much our 
help has meant to him and his staff.” 

The container includes nearly three pallets of 
toys, mass decontamination structures, light 
portable pumps and other firefighting equip¬ 
ment and clothing. It is due to arrive on the is¬ 
land on December 17th. 

Zebalon McLean, Chief Fire Officer of the 
British Virgin Islands, said: “Thanks to the 
generosity of fire and rescue services and sup¬ 
pliers, we are receiving a much-needed buoy- 
ance of our spirits. 

“Ours is a noble profession that is often not 
given the appreciation and support needed, but 
we have to press on, for we are bound by our 
duty, our love for our people, and our commit¬ 
ment to and care of our visitors.”

Upottery 

collision 


A TWO-vehicle collision - on the A303 be¬ 
tween Upottery and Yarcombe turnings - left 
five people injured, three seriously. 

Emergency services were called to the A303 
at 4.30pm on Sunday, November 26th follow¬ 
ing the head-on collision between a Peugeot 
Partner vehicle and a BMW 218. 

A spokesperson for Devon and Cornwall Po¬ 
lice said: "Two women in the Peugeot were 
taken to Royal Devon and Exeter Hospital. 

"The driver, aged 64 and from France, sus¬ 
tained serious multiple injuries and the pas¬ 
senger, aged 79 and from Middlesex, sustai¬ 
ned injuries which are described as life-threat¬ 
ening. 

"Three people from the BMW were taken to 
Musgrove Park Hospital in Taunton, one with 
a serious leg injury." 

The road was closed for seven-and-a-half 
hours while officers carried out an examina¬ 
tion of the scene.

Ambulance service chief executive under 


pressure after calls for his resignation 


SOUTH Western Am¬ 
bulance Service’s 
(SWASFT) chief exec¬ 
utive, Ken Wenman, 
is urging the GMB 
union to talk to the 
trust following an 
open letter from staff 
calling for his resig¬ 
nation. 

In the letter, staff 
who are members of 
GMB apologise to 
families, friends and 
the community for 
not getting to patients 
on time due to an 
over-stretched ser¬ 
vice, feeling unsup¬ 
ported by SWASFT 
and ultimately calling 
on Mr Wenman to 
quit. 

The group say they 
are “struggling to 
maintain a crumbling 
service deliberately 
being underfunded by 
the government and 
made worse when 
those over pressured 
resources and stress¬ 
ed staff are then badly 
managed”. 

GMB, which is sup¬ 
porting the staff, say 
that the trust is fail¬ 
ing to address major 
issues and the toll 
from not doing so is 
having an enormous 
effect upon increas¬ 


ing numbers of staff. 

Gary Palmer, GMB 
regional NHS cam¬ 
paign organiser, said: 
“Although we are un¬ 
fortunately regularly 
being contacted by 
members and con¬ 
cerned staff over any 
number of growing is¬ 
sues at SWAST, we 
felt this recent letter 
on behalf of a group of 
GMB members par¬ 
ticularly summoned 
up the general de¬ 
spair and frustration 
many staff currently 
feel from working 
within a service and 
role they love. 

“The trust are fail¬ 
ing to address major 
issues and the toll 
from not doing so is 
having an enormous 
effect upon increas¬ 
ing numbers of staff, 
as they consider 
whether they wish to 
remain within this 
particular ambulance 
service or not. 

“GMB and its mem¬ 
bers being ignored by 
the chief executive 
and the trust is one 
thing, but their fail¬ 
ing to be able to recog¬ 
nise the numerous 
issues and the effect 
they have upon many 


front line ambulance 
professionals within 
its own organisation 
and the patients they 
ultimately serve, 
means that Mr Wen¬ 
man has clearly not 
only lost touch or in¬ 
terest with his em¬ 
ployees and the 
service, but has now 
also lost their respect 
as well. 

“It is time for the 
chief executive to 
stand down and for 
any replacement to be 
clear on wanting to do 
more to protect and 
support the trust’s 
most valuable re¬ 
source; its own staff.” 

However, Mr Wen¬ 
man said that they 
recognise the pres¬ 
sures and are work¬ 
ing to improve these. 

He said: “Our staff 
are the most valuable 
asset. We simply can¬ 
not provide the criti¬ 
cal care to our patie¬ 
nts without them. 

“We absolutely 
recognise the pres¬ 
sure that they are 
under and we are 
working hard with 
them and with Uni¬ 
son, the recognised 
union, to improve re¬ 
source levels, to im¬ 


prove our response to 
patients and to im¬ 
prove the health and 
wellbeing of our 
staff.” 

Mr Wenman added: 
“We are proud of the 
way that we work 
closely with all union 
representatives on be¬ 
half of our staff, in¬ 
cluding GMB, and so 
it is disappointing 
that these comments 
have gone to the 
media, rather than to 
us here at the trust, 
especially given the 
meetings that we 
have recently hosted 
with GMB represen¬ 
tatives where such 
concerns could have 
been raised. 

“We would urge the 
GMB to re-engage and 
talk to us directly.” 

Tony Fox, chairman 
of SWASFT, said 
there was always 
more to be done. 

He said: “Along 
with the rest of the 
NHS, ambulance ser¬ 
vices across the coun¬ 
try are experiencing 
significant pressure. 

“So it was particu¬ 
larly pleasing that in 
the last national staff 
survey, SWASFT had 
the best results across 


all ambulance trusts 
in the country for 
their engagement 
with staff, for the 
health and wellbeing 
of staff and for the re¬ 
sources available. 

“We accept that 
there is always more 
to be done and we will 
continue to work 
closely with our col¬ 
leagues and listen 
and respond to their 
needs. 

Tony added: “I 
would like to say 
thank you to all our 
people for the excel¬ 
lent job they do in dif¬ 
ficult circumstances. 

“I would also en¬ 
courage everyone to 
take part in the latest 


staff survey as we re¬ 
ally do want to hear 
from you so that we 
can act on your feed¬ 
back.”

“The property was sold 
jointly with the police au¬ 
thority, who disposed of the 
former police station as part 
of the sale.” 

The name of the developer 


and the amount involved 
was not disclosed. 

Axminster Town Council 
made a failed attempt four 
years ago to prevent the site 
being lost for housing by re¬ 
questing that it was listed as 
an Asset of Community 
Value. 

The town council hoped to 
win enough time to decide 
on a community use for the 
site and prepare a bid to buy 
the land under the Commu¬ 


nity Right to Bid (part of 
The Localism Act). 

But East Devon District 
Council (EDDC) - the au¬ 
thority keeping the Asset of 
Community Value list - 
turned down the applica¬ 
tion, ruling that “the princi¬ 
pal use of the land neither 
now, nor in the recent past, 
furthers the social wellbe¬ 
ing or cultural, recreational 
or sporting interests of the 
local community.”

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Plans for air ambulance nighttime 
landing area at the cricket club 


A NIGHTTIME landing spot for Devon 
Air Ambulance could materialise in 
Seaton thanks to the town council and 
local cricket club. 

The club and council have submitted 
a planning application for an emer¬ 
gency nighttime landing light at the 
cricket club. 

If approved, the light will offer the air 
ambulance a Seaton landing spot when 
it is dark. 

The air ambulance trust has for some 
time been working to develop a net¬ 
work of what is known as pre-sur- 
veyed floodlit community landing 
sites. 

This work is done with the respective 
communities, hence the involvement 
of the cricket club and town council. 

Councillor Martin Pigott was con¬ 
tacted by two local residents to ask if 
the town council could get involved. 
The town council agreed and pledged 
£1,000 to start the fund rolling. 

One of the residents who contacted 
Cllr Pigott, Amy Catley, entered the 
Grizzly Cub Run 2017 and, as her fa¬ 
ther owes his life to the speed of the air 
ambulance, she was keen to help raise 
money. 

Teaming up with running friends 
Emma Grigg, Hayley Eate, Laura Kerr 
and Suzy Eul-Brown to get sponsor¬ 
ship, they managed to raise £2,696.07. 

This included a donation of more 
than £500 from Guy Sweetman of East 
Devon Sports Therapy.

Other donations have been made by 
Seaton Probus Club (£120) and Seaton 
Development Trust (£653.75). 

The town council was given £200 
from Axe Valley Runners for the use of 
the Marshlands Centre during the 
Grizzly Run, so this money was also 
put towards the lighting fund. 

In addition, the Freemasons of De La 
Pole Masonic Lodge in Seaton have 
pledged £1,000. 

Councillor Pigott said: “It’s amazing 
how generous the people of Seaton 
have been. 

“Without advertising we have been 
able to raise more than enough money 
for the emergency landing lights. 


“I would like to thank all the groups 
who have donated money and espe¬ 
cially Mrs Catley for all her efforts. 

“I would also like to thank Seaton 
Cricket Club, especially the chairman 
Chris Gamwell, for all their help and 
support.” 

The lighting would be remote-con¬ 
trolled and only used when the air am¬ 
bulance has an emergency in Seaton. 

Councillor Pigott added: “If any resi¬ 
dents of Court Lane, Meadow Road, 
Mead Way, Valley View, Colyford 
Road or Summersby Close have any 
concerns over the lighting, please 
email me at martinpigott75.mp@gmail.

approximately 40 miles whereas 
30 patients travelling to Exeter is a 
round trip of approximately 1,200 
miles. 

The reduction in C02 emmission 
is obvious to anyone (excepting the 
Ministry of Health and its minister). 

The same applies to the problem 
of bed blocking at RD&E. Patients 
sent to local hospitals to conva¬ 
lesce vastly reduces the carbon 
footprint of the people visiting 
them. 

There is international concern re¬ 
garding the massive increase in 
C02 (with the one exception of 
President Trump) but it appears 
that nobody ever mentions or has 
thought of the fact that this ties up 
massive quantities of oxygen and 
without oxygen we are all in trou¬ 
ble. 

Axminster is the central point of a 
large medical catchment area for 
East Devon, South Somerset and 
West Dorset where the population 
is rapidly rising and no major hos¬ 
pital facility is within the Govern¬ 
ment's seven minute emergency 
response range. 

Axminster should be greatly en¬ 
larged, not closed and the site sold 
as seems to be current short 
sighted policy. 

My own experience of the dis¬ 
tances involved is of the doctor 
calling an emergency ambulance 
for an elderly lady who had col¬ 
lapsed. 

The ambulance took 1 hr 14mins to 
arrive and a further 32 minutes to 
get to A&E in Exeter. 

Is this what we all pay our taxes 
for?

Phase 1 - Implement ‘New 
Model of Care’ into people’s 
homes; Save money by 
moving ‘bed blockers’ from 
expensive acute beds to ex¬ 
isting empty beds in exist¬ 
ing community hospitals - 
marginal costing. 

Phase 2 - Review results 
of Phase 1 and implement 
accordingly.

THE WORST disaster to hit East 
Devon in living memory came about 
3.00am on the morning of 1st October 
1960. Three inches of rain cascaded 
down and within minutes the cen¬ 
turies old village if Axmouth, lying 
hard by the Rover Axe, the ancient 


town of Colyton, bordered by the 
River Coly and the tiny village of 
Whitford were swimming in water. 

Seaton Police Sergeant Donald 
Cowling received an S.O.S call at 
3.30am and, with P.C. George Rudd, 
he drove to Axmouth 


to find the main road had disap¬ 
peared under water. More than 40 
houses in the village took the full 
brunt of the water, leaving them, as 
the water subsided, with inches of 
black, slimy mud covering floors and 
furniture. 


Local photographer Tony Byrne- 
Jones took the photos printed and 
many other remarkable and unique 
pictures of the flood, available to be 
viewed at the Museum now. 

The temporary exhibitions will also

East Devon was cut off from the out¬ 
side world when a snow blizzard hit 
the area over a weekend in mid 
February 1978. The main road to Ex¬ 
eter was blocked for five days and a 
strange uncanny silence filled the 
towns of Seaton and Colyton.

October’s meeting brought 
Terry Whitworth to Axmin- 
ster to demonstrate his beauti¬ 
ful pen and wash techniques. 

Terry, who set himself the 
task of painting all the old 
buildings in Bridport, took 
members through the process, 
saying: “It is far more interest¬ 
ing to isolate one particular 
building away from its neigh¬ 
bours.” 

By looking at it face-on, you 


are not constrained by per¬ 
spective, concentrating only 
on proportions and architec¬ 
tural features. 

With a palette including Van 
Dyke brown, cadmium red, 
blue and olive green, Terry 
also used indian red and neu¬ 
tral tint to capture the deep 
red weathered look of the 
bricks and pillar features as 
he started painting. 

He used a little masking 
fluid to preserve some of the 


special features but overall 
was aiming to work in a free 
loose style whilst still main¬ 
taining the necessary accu¬ 
racy. 

Running a sharp blade along 
lines of brick and along the 
lines of tiles enabled the wet 
paint to fill the grooves and 
gave an aged look to the build¬ 
ing.

Wallpaper experts reveal their top tips and predictions for 2018 


WANT to wake up your walls? Gabrielle 
Fagan speaks to those-in-the-know about the 
hottest wallpaper looks. 

Walls - like presents - look their best when 
well-wrapped. And there’s now a huge choice 
of wallpapers out there, so they can shimmer, 
sparkle or stun with texture, pattern and 
colour. 

Papering a single feature wall, or a whole 
room, is also a ‘fast’ way to embrace a trend. , 
After all, we’re increasingly following home 
fashion just as closely we do clothes - and a 
winning combination of cutting-edge digital 
technology and brilliant designs makes it pos¬ 
sible to literally transform a setting with just 
a roll of paper. 

Here, three experts in the field reveal their wall¬ 
paper wisdom and trend predictions for the year 
ahead...

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“WALLPAPER has observed tradition for too long 
and people are starting to acknowledge its potential 
in their homes," says Catherine Jacob, head of de¬ 
sign at Murals Wallpaper, who offers a range of de¬ 
signs and can create bespoke wall murals from 
images, designs or photographs supplied by cus¬ 
tomers. 

“Platforms such as Pinterest and Instagram in¬ 
spire people and help empower them to experiment, 
while the rise in personalisation means people are 
enjoying creating unique designs for their walls. 

“Generally, patterns are becoming more daring, 
with large-scale dark florals, jungle prints and 
bright coloured geometries enlivening the land¬ 
scape of walls once dominated by a conventional 
neutral palette of paint.” 

For 2018, she predicts large-scale images or repeat 
patterns will offer a punchy alternative to the small, 
ditsy patterns of yesteryear. 

"Millennial pink reigns as the new black and has 
become a staple base colour, but lilac tones are gain¬ 
ing popularity," Catherine adds. 

“Faux texture wallpapers are recognised as a bril¬ 
liant way to change the character of a space, with 
brick for a rustic look or concrete for a chic indus¬ 
trial feel, or even wool for softer luxury. The 
craft/handmade movement is inspiring design, so 
look out for more free-flowing painterly styles, 
merging the look of artisan skills with digital-age 
technology.” 

Top tip: To enhance a setting and ensure a beauti¬ 
ful wall covering is the focus of a room, pick out key 
colours from the design and repeat them in plain fab¬ 
rics and painted woodwork.

“THESE days, people can choose a look which to¬ 
tally reflects their personality and taste. Whether 
you prefer a bold colour palette with pops of bright 
colour, linear or geometric patterns, or shimmering 
metallics, there's literally something for everyone," 
says Paula Taylor, colour and trends specialist for 
Graham & Brown. 



“For 2018, we've identified key trends which form the 
backdrop to our new collections. We're focusing on raw 
beauty - tactility, texture and fresh white forms, which 
bring purity to a home - think weaves, cane work and 
wood grain with layered, natural finishes. 

“Vibrant tones of turquoise, parakeet green and 
fuchsia which will burst onto the scene next year, 
reflecting the desire for botanical opulence and lus¬ 
cious vegetation,” Paula adds. "We’re also focusing 
on nature in our Bugs Silver Wallpaper, featuring 
butterflies and insects.” 

“Global influences are here to stay, with an appre¬ 
ciation of intricate mark-making, weave dying and 
bold graphic elements. This trend will be a state¬ 
ment look, with sapphire, crimson and papaya 
colours, underlined by earthier rusts and greys in 
celebration of highly-coloured pattern.” 

Top tip: For a stylish statement wall that conjures 
an eclectic traveller look, consider a bright tropical 
wallpaper featuring animated creatures and layered 
forest leaves, paired with natural wood furniture, 
bamboo accessories and wicker accents. For a mod¬ 
ern feel, pair patterned wallpaper in a calming sage 
green with clean lines and contemporary furniture, 
and contrast vivid colours with glossy white finishes. 
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“THE trend for people to 
be brave with pattern 
and embrace colour will 
continue into 2018,” 
promises Alex White- 
croft, head of design at I 
Want Wallpaper. 

“The popularity of flo¬ 
ral patterns endures 
and classic patterns are getting an update, with new 
printing techniques and a fresh focus on detail and 
larger-scale patterns. A pink/purple palette will be 
the top favourite. 

“The trend to bring the ‘outdoors in’, with the 
adoption of botanical and tropical looks, will evolve 
even further. There are so many fabulous ways to 
incorporate this look, from subtle embossed palm 
leaves to bold and bright tropical prints.” 

“Industrial papers mimicking the look of nat¬ 
ural materials will continue to be popular, with 
earthy tones and dark woods taking over from 
the pale, blonde Scandinavian-style which is 
now waning.” 

“Metallics and designs incorporating sparkle 
and shine are another hot trend, and are bril¬ 
liant in light-starved rooms, as they help bounce 
light around and give an illusion of space. 

“These wallpapers look stunning as a feature 
wall for a backdrop to a Christmas tree," Alex 
adds. "Generally, copper's been popular, but 
many predict matt silver metallics will tri¬ 
umph in the next 12 months.” 

Top tip: A large print used on all the walls in 
a small room, or one with low ceilings, may be 
overbearing - so use it sparingly or consider 
using a smaller-scale, simpler graphic design, or 
a simple textured paper. 
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It's time to put your 
dahlias away for winter! 


FIT & FURNISH 


IF YOU want to enjoy your dahlias next year, dig them 
up now and store them for winter. Here's how to do it. 

As the first frosts arrive, it's time to lift dahlia tubers 
and put them in storage, ready for next year. 

Of course, some gardeners will leave the tubers in 
the ground - and keep their fingers crossed that we 
have a mild enough winter to keep these tender 
perennials going for another year, helping them 
along by cutting the spent plants down to ground 
level, applying a thick layer of mulch on the soil sur¬ 
face, and maybe even an upturned pot to stop per¬ 
sistent rain soaking and rotting the tubers. 

But dahlias aren't very adept at sustaining long pe¬ 
riods of cold, wet or frosty weather - and if you live 
in a really cold, wet part of the country, you may be 
better off lifting them. 

Here's our step-by-step 
guide for how to do it... 

1. Wait until the first frosts 

Let the first frosts blacken the leaves to allow maxi¬ 
mum time for the plant to make strong tubers. Then 
tidy up the plants by cutting back the stems to 
around 10cm (4in) high. 

2. Label the plants 

Tie a label to the shortened stem of each variety, so 
you can identify the varieties you'll be replanting 
next year. Do it before you lift all the tubers, or it will 
become confusing. 


3. Dig carefully 

With a garden fork, dig around the perimeter of the 
plant to gently loosen the tubers. You do not want 
to be going in hell for leather and risking your fork 
damaging them. Lift the tuber out of the ground in 
one piece if you can, as bits that break off won't re¬ 
grow without an intact piece of crown and bud. 

4. Clear off the soil 

Remove soil around the tubers, which will be a piece 
of cake if you have sandy soil but trickier if you live 
on clay soil, in which case you may need a brush to 
help remove a lot of the caked-on dirt. Take care to 
hold the tuber by the main stems, so you don't dam¬ 
age the crown or the clumps underneath. 

5. Dry them off 

Leave the tubers upside down in a greenhouse or 
shed to dry off, and once that's done, remove any re¬ 
maining soil with your hands and cut off any bits that 
look damaged or diseased. You can also cut back 
the stem by half again. Put each tuber on newspa¬ 
per, cover them with wood chips or compost, and 
wrap the paper around the tubers before placing 
them loosely in a cardboard box to store in a garage, 
shed or other frost-free but cool building. 

Follow these steps, and hopefully they will be ready 
to be revived come spring for re-planting.

Six things to think about when 
choosing your Christmas tree 


AS CHRISTMAS trees arrive in garden centres, expert 
David Mitchell offers advice to those who only have a 
small space for a real tree. 

Struggling to squeeze in a Christmas tree that’s too 
tall and wide for the space in your home, leaving you 
reaching for the secateurs in an effort to cut it down 
to size? 

Bigger the better might seem like a good approach 
when it comes to choosing a Christmas tree, but 
squashed-in probably isn’t the look you’re really hop¬ 
ing for, so it’s far better to give a little thought to what 
size and style of tree is going to be best. 

Here, David Mitchell, Christmas tree expert and 
buying manager for horticulture at Wyevale Garden 
Centres (wyevalegardencentres.co.uk), talks us 
through six things to consider when choosing 
your tree... 

1. How tall should you go? 

THE first thing you need to consider is ceiling height, 
says David Mitchell, Christmas tree expert and buy¬ 
ing manager for horticulture at Wyevale Garden Cen¬ 
tres. 

“A lot of people have no idea how tall their ceiling 
is, and when you imagine a tree in a certain space, it’s 
easy to get over-ambitious as to what you can fit in 
there,” he says. “You also have to remember that the 
stand is going to add perhaps another six inches to the 
overall height of the tree, and quite often you find that 
you are having to cut the top off, or something that 
compromises the shape of the tree. So measure the 
tree and make allowances for the stand.” 

2. How wide can it really be? 

“A LOT of the trees are coming through very wide. 
The Nordmann, by its very nature, is a wide variety 
with a wide skirt around the base. 

We’ve been doing pruning work in the fields to help 
keep it within certain limits,” says David. 

“A lot of people want something that’s big, bushy 
and deluxe, but as a general trend, we do want them 
slimmer and we try to accommodate that.” 

3. What style of tree is it? 

IF YOUR space is very restricted and you want an ex¬ 
tremely slim tree, Wyevale offers a Swedish style 
Nordmann, which costs slightly less than a traditional 
Nordmann - but there won’t be as many of them and 
they sell out first. 

“Back in 2014, we recognised there was very much a 
trend for artificial trees at that time that were very 
stripped out and minimalist, following a Scandina¬ 
vian approach, where you could see the light coming 
through between the branches. 

“We decided to do a version of that with our living 
trees, so we were selecting trees which had that lay¬ 
ered effect, and prune in the field to get that shape and 
layered effect.” 




Alternatively, the Fraser fir has a much more nar¬ 
row profile, which has a more columnal figure and up¬ 
right habit, with branches sweeping upwards rather 
than downwards. 

4. What sort of scent are you after? 

FOR many people, the fragrances of the festive season 
are part of the appeal, so think about whether you 
want your tree to be scented. “You also have to con¬ 
sider whether you want something highly scented, 
which might steer you towards a Fraser fir. You can 
get artificial scents to put in the tree, but there’s noth¬ 
ing like the real thing,’’notes David. 

5. Avoid clipping catastrophes 

IF YOU are going to attempt to trim back your own 
tree, there are rules about pruning. 

“Ultimately, you have to cut where is necessary to 
make it fit the space, but there’s a tidy way of doing 
it,” says David. “If you cut any given branch half way 
down its length fairly unceremoniously, then it’s 
going to look as if it’s been cut off. 

“If you cut it in between the nodes, taking off indi¬ 
vidual ‘fingers’ of the tree, or find a natural break, 
that’s always going to look better than if you cut it half 
way down. I wouldn’t just take shears to it and cut it 
off. Look for a natural join. There’s no risk of damag¬ 
ing the tree but because it’s such a centrepiece, it’s 
worth spending a bit of time on it and pruning with a 
bit of finesse.” 

If the only spot for your tree is by a radiator, you 
have to accept that it’s going to dry out. This means it 
will need more water, if it’s in a trough, and you’re 
likely to see some areas going brown and a fair bit of 
needle-drop. 

6. Consider some alternatives 

IF YOU simply don’t have room for a proper tree, 
there are other alternatives, such as long dogwood- 
style twigs or other branches which you could put in 
a vase and decorate with baubles to give the room a 
festive air. Many garden centres also sell artificial 
thin trees which are almost like a standard, just with 
branches on the upper third of the tree. 

“There are a lot of artificial trees which have that 
stark white Betula jacquemontii (silver birch) look,” 
says David. “It gives that stripped out, minimalistic 
effect. A real one in a pot would be OK indoors for a 
couple of weeks in December. You can decorate it and 
dress it up. 

“I’m very much coming over to the notion of having 
a Christmas tree outside as well, because some of the 
Christmas lights are very well suited to indoor or out¬ 
door use, and they can be solar powered, so you can 
have a set of lights and you don’t have to worry about 
power or batteries.”

The day I was shunted off the road in Jo’burg

I N one of my previous ‘50 Years in 
Newspapers’ columns I referred to 
the time I spent in South Africa 
where I co-wrote Rob Andrews’ World 
Cup Diary in 1995. 

I returned to South Africa the following 
year soon after the ANC came to power, a 
hugely significant time for the country 
which led to great expectations by the pop¬ 
ulation that they could look forward to de¬ 
cent living conditions and more 
employment opportunities. 

At the time I was working for Indepen¬ 
dent Newspapers run by Tony O’Reilly 
(now Sir Anthony O’Reilly), one of the 
world’s most successful and charismatic 
businessmen. He was also a sporting hero 
in South Africa where, as an international 
rugby player for Ireland, he set the record 
number of tries scored on a British Lions 
tour. 

Tony had already befriended Nelson Man¬ 
dela before he was released from Robben Is¬ 
land after 27 years of incarceration. Much 
of the press in South Africa was owned by 
American publishers, not a satisfactory po¬ 
sition for the ANC, and Tony’s Independent 
group was well place to acquire some of the 
country’s main newspapers, including The 
Sowetan, The Johannesburg Star and The 
Cape Argus. 

I was based in London and running Inde¬ 
pendent Sports Publications, a stable of 
football magazines and other sporting ti¬ 
tles, and I was sent to Johannesburg to in¬ 
vestigate the possibility of launching a 
similar portfolio in South Africa where 
football was watched by hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of enthusiasts. 

In the early days of the ANC, Johannes¬ 
burg was not the safest place to visit and I 
was holed up for some weeks in a very posh 
hotel, the Carlton Towers, rarely daring to 
stray outside the front door after dusk. 

One of my tasks was to make a presenta¬ 
tion on the football mag concept to the 
equivalent of South Africa’s WH Smith. 
They were located on the outskirts of 
Jo’burg on a trading estate. These were in 
the days before mobile phones had really 
caught on and laptops had not been in¬ 
vented. I was making my presentation 
using a carousel of slides, carried in a 
pilot’s case. 

I booked a cab from the hotel to the trad¬ 
ing estate, about half an hour’s journey, 
and told the driver that if he collected me 
around 5pm I would give him a generous 
tip in Rands. 

The presentation went well and the cab 
driver turned up on time. I have to say it 
was doubtful whether the taxi would have 
passed its MOT, and the cabbie was driving 
bare foot. 

On the way back into central Jo’burg the 
driver stalled the engine in rush hour traf¬ 
fic. He kept turning it over and turning it 
over and I tried to explain to him by doing 
this he was flooding the engine. Suddenly 
there was a loud speaker behind us shout¬ 
ing instructions. It was a police car, driven 
by a white policewoman with a black col¬ 
league next to her. 


She made it quite clear to the taxi driver, 
now in a state of panic, that if he did not 
move she would shunt him off the road. 
And that’s exactly what she did, putting her 
police vehicle into reverse before driving 
full pelt into the back of the taxi which 
ended up on the kerb, with me shouting 
“holy s**t!” 

The driver got out and lifted the bonnet 
and soon a crowd gathered around the car. 
After about ten minutes I realised the cab 
driver had done a runner and there I was, 
the only white man for miles, or so it 
seemed, stranded in the failing light on an 
industrial estate with no phone and carry¬ 
ing a large case. 

Fortunately, the Carlton Towers was one 
of the tallest buildings in downtown 
Jo’burg and I could just make it out in the 
failing light. But it was a good two-mile 
walk, under concrete flyovers and through 
crowded markets. My pace quickened (as 
well as my heartbeat) the nearer I got to the 
hotel. At one time I convinced myself I was 
being followed by a very unsavory looking 
character. 

When I got to the hotel’s entrance I was 
virtually running and carried on doing so 
into the bar where I spent most evenings 
and got to know the bartender well. 

“You look awful, Mr Evans,” he said, 
“what’s happened?” 

I recounted the story and without being 
asked he poured a very large brandy which 
I downed in one! 

“You are one lucky dude, Mr Evans, we 
might never have seen you again.” 

My experiences in South Africa were not 
all so terrifying. True, Jo’burg was a bit of 
a tinder-box and most nights I could hear 
guns being fired in the streets, where there 
were several murders. I also visited Dur¬ 
ban where I met up with John and Joyce 
Oldfield, who had emigrated to South 
Africa from Lyme Regis, and I absolutely 
loved Cape Town where I stayed in Kitch¬ 
ener’s former headquarters under Table 
Mountain. 

But I did have just one more disturbing 
experience whilst in Johannesburg. I was 


invited to a posh cocktail party in one of the 
more salubrious parts of Jo’burg, which 
was attended by Thabo Mbeki, who went on 
to become Nelson Mandela’s successor as 
President of the ANC. 


I booked a taxi and checked this time that 
the driver was wearing shoes. Later in the 
evening the driver collected me from the 
house in a smart, gated community and 
drove me back down into the city. 

As we were going down a hill towards traf¬ 
fic lights, the driver locked the doors and 
sped up. I immediately asked him what was 
going on and he replied “you’ll see in a 
minute”. 

As we came to a crossroads the driver 
went straight through the red light and I 
got a glimpse of two guys standing with ri¬ 
fles as we sped by. 

“If we stopped, you would be dead now,” 
said the driver somewhat menacingly. 

It occurred to me when I eventually re¬ 
turned home that when I was a young re¬ 
porter speeding around the lanes of East 
Devon in my little A35, never did I think 
that one day my career would take me into 
one of the most dangerous but enchanting 
countries in the world. 

In my next ‘50 Years In Newspapers’ 
column I will tell how I thought I was 
going to be shot by one of my own staff 
brandishing a double-barrelled shot¬ 
gun in the East End of London.

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Christmas music down the ages 


SEATON Choral Society will present a 
splendidly varied programme this 
year for their Christmas concert at 
Seaton’s Gateway on December 10th. 
The title 'Christmas Cheer Year by 
Year' suggests some time travelling; 
the first piece to be heard will be a 
beautiful fourteenth century two-part 
song, 'Blessed be thou, heaven’s 
Queen', conjuring up a time of auster¬ 
ity perhaps, rather than the bacchana¬ 
lian feasting of modern times ! Items 
by Orlando Gibbons, Mozart, Elgar 
and the seventeenth century French 
composer Marc-Antoine Charpentier 
follow, forming the first half of the 
evening. 

Charpentier had the misfortune to be 
working in Paris at the time when the 
notoriously jealous and scheming 
Jean-Baptiste Lully was holding musi¬ 


cal sway at Versailles for Louis XIV. 
Lully dictated the rules of musical 
practice, the number of musicians al¬ 
lowed for certain occasions, and gener¬ 
ally made life insufferable for his 
peers. Nevertheless, Charpentier’s tal¬ 
ent, and the fact that he had a sympa¬ 
thetic employer in the person of the 
Duchesse de Guise, enabled him to 
write, successfully and over a long pe¬ 
riod, a wealth of both church and stage 
music in spite of Lully’s antagonism. 
In his sparkling 'Messe de Minuit' - 
Midnight Mass - he originated the idea 
of adapting a number of folk carols to 
fit various parts of the Mass, and then 
composing new material to bind the 
work together. The result is a delight¬ 
ful piece which combines the elegance 
and sprightliness of France with the 
grace and warmth of Italy, the latter 


quality gained from the composer’s 
earlier study in Rome with Carissimi. 

The second half of the concert begins 
with two great Bach chorales and con¬ 
tinues with a collection of well-known 
carols including 'A great and mighty 
Wonder, 'In the bleak midwinter’ and 
roars to a snowy conclusion with 'Jin¬ 
gle Bells' and the triumphant Handel 
tune 'Joy to the World. 

Musical Director Ian Crew will con¬ 
duct, while accompanying will be a 
small ensemble of recorder, oboe, vio¬ 
lin, cello and chamber organ. 

The performance will be on Sunday, 
December 10th at 4pm (doors open 
3.30pm) at The Gateway, Fore Street, 
Seaton. Tickets £10 in advance (under 
18s free) from The Gateway Box Office 
(Tel: 01297 625699) or £12 on the door.

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Driving and your eyesight: Staying safe on the road 


IF YOU drive, it goes without 
saying that you know you need 
your eyes on the road at all times. 
What you might not know is that 
DVLA has minimum eyesight 
standards that all drivers need to 
demonstrate so they can be al¬ 
lowed to drive. 

So how do we decide on the vi¬ 
sion standards for driving? 
DVLA’s Vision Panel Secretary Dr 
Gareth Rees tells us more about 
his role and these standards. 

I’ve been a doctor for 41 years 
and have been DVLA’s Vision 
Panel Secretary for 10 years. My 
main role is to liaise between 
DVLA and the Honorary Medical 
Advisory Panel on Visual Disor¬ 
ders. The panel meets every 6 
months and is made up of eye¬ 
sight specialists, who provide 
DVLA with expert advice on how 
to apply and interpret the law 


when assessing fitness to drive. 

Think your eyesight’s 
getting worse? Act now 
We all have busy lives, and 
sometimes we might overlook 
the signs that our eyes are not as 
good as they were. You might be 
finding it harder to judge dis¬ 
tances, you might be struggling 
to read the newspapers, or it’s 
getting more difficult for you to 
drive at night. These are just a 
few signs that your eyesight may 
be deteriorating. 

In line with advice from op¬ 
tometrists, our advice is that you 
should get your eyes tested at 
least every 2 years. But if you 
recognise any of the signs above, 
don’t wait - go and get checked 
out straight away with your opti¬ 
cian or doctor. If they advise you 
to tell DVLA about your eyesight, 
you can do this online or by writ¬ 


ing to us. 

If you don’t meet the eyesight 
standards, stop driving immedi¬ 
ately and tell DVLA. 

After you tell us about 
your condition 
Don’t worry - usually, most peo¬ 
ple who tell us they’ve got a medical 
conditionare still allowed to drive. 

If you have a ‘progressive’ 
(worsening) condition but can 
still meet the eyesight standards 
for driving, you may get a short¬ 
term licence rather than a full- 
term one.
